to say nothing about it. 
There is still 
a slight hope 
that the prisoner 
may 
he apprehended 
by the methods 
em­ 
ployed by the sheriff's office, it is said.

ed, it is said, by the illness of Sheriff 
John Hartman. 


Howell is supposed to have escaped

of a statement of fact from the sher­ 
iff's office rumors are now current as 
to how the delivery was effected.

however, that 
no violence 
waa used by Howell in getting away. 


Rumors Prevalent 
One rumor has it that Howell escap­ 
ed in the early evening and spent the 
night at a local hotel. 
Little credence 
is til aced in this rumor, however. 
A n­ 
other is that 
Howell was 
connected 
with a ring of bootleggers and that he 
was met bv friends 
after he left the 
ja il. 


The methods

A charge 
of dynamite 
exploding 
prematurely 
on the farm owned 
by 
Mrs. Jere Bender, 
Cumberland town­ 
ship, Tuesday 
afternoon, 
while 
the 
tenant and William Brigman, Stevens 
street, Gettysburg, were engaged in 
blasting stumps, resulted in the total 
loss of M r. Brigm an’s left eye and the 
probable loss 
of the right one. 
Mi* 
Brigman was about four feet trom the 
stump under 
which the charge 
had 
been placed when 
for some unknown 
reason, the blast went off with a thun­ 
dering detonation. 
M r. Brigman re­ 
ceived the full force of the blast in his 
face and shoulders and was hurled to 
the ground with groat force. 


Beside the injuries to his eyes, M r. 
Brigman'.- face was covered with cuts 
and lacerations requiring innumerable 
stitches 
to close. 
Lewis 
Bollinger, 
tenant on the Bender farm, rushed to 
the assistance of the fallen man who 
was rendered 
unconscious by the 
plosion. 
Not having a phone on 
the 
premises, M r. Bollinger ran to the ad­ 
joining farm of William Hartzell and 
summoned aid from Gettysburg. 


M r. Hartzell, a neighbor, placed the 
injured 
man in his 
automobile 
and 
rushed him to the W arner hospital. A 
preliminary 
examination 
disclosed 
that the sight of M r. Brigm an’a left 
eye is lost entirely. 
The eyeball was 
torn from its socket and deep gashes 
were indicted around that optic. 
The 
right eye is also cut and badly bruised 
but it is not known whether the sight 
will be lost in this member. 


The condition of the injured man is 
serious because it is feared that some 
of the particles of the blasting powder 
n ay have gotten into the cuts on his 
face. 
This may lead to infections of 
the wounds and tetanus poisoning. 
M r. Bollinger, 
who was the 
only 
man with M r. Brigman at the time of 
the 
accident is unable 
to say 
what 
caused the charge to go off premature­ 
ly. 
The two men had been 
engaged 
in this work for 
some time and had 
dynamited several stumps during the 
day. 
M r. 
Brigman had placed 
the 
charge which resulted in his injuries 
and was just leaving the stump pre­ 
paratory to lighting the fuse when the 
blast exploded.
